KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 11—| 


An aroused City Council de- 
manded last night that Gov. For- 
rest Smith do something about 
the Kansas City police depart- 
ment. 

Asserting that the crime sit- 
uation is out of hand and point- 
ing to the thurders last week of 
Charles Binaggio and Charles 
Gargotta, the council’s resolution 
called for an immediate inquiry 
into law enforcement by the city’s 
police force. 

Gov. Smith was asked to “con- 
duct forthwith a thorough inves- 
tigation of law enforcement by 
the Police Department with a 
view of insuring better protec- 
tion of the community against 
crime, suppressing gambling in 
all its forms, and resisting en- 
croachment of underworld rack- 
eteers, to the end that further 
Zang murders may be forestalled 
and the peace, safety, welfare and 
name of Kansas City  safe- 
guarded.” 

“Warning of Sinister Designs.” 

In their resolution, the council- 
men said: “The recent tragic 
murders are a warning of the 


Bureau of Investivation is power- 
less to intervene in the Binaggio- 
Gargotta murders in Kansas City 
unless there is evidence of the 
violation of a federal statute. 
“Murder, as murder,” the of- 
ficial said, “is not our business. 


.A federal law must be involved.” 


There are, however, several 
ways used in the past by which 
the FBI could openly get into 
the Kansas City case. 

Grand Jury Cited. 

First, there is the federal jury 
in Kansas City that is now investi- 
gating interstate gambling and 
racketeering. Binaggio and Gar- 
gotta had both appeared before 
this jury prior to their murder. 
It is scheduled to reconvene next 
Monday and it is conceivable that 
some witness would give evi- 
dence that some interstate law 
was involved in the killings. 

Furthermore, the departmental 
official pointed out, the facilities 
of the FBI are available to local 
authorities 24 hours a day. If the 
local police could produce evi- 
dence that the murderer or mur- 
derers had escaped or were try- 
ing to escape federal jurisdic- 
tion, the FBI could come into the 
case. This might be done by 
fingerprints, bullet markings or 
a stolen automobile. The finger- 


prints might also show that the || 


fugitives were wanted for some 
federal crime. 
Two Examples Given. 

There have been two outstand- 
ing instances in which federal in- 
vestigators, including the FBI, 
have joined in a local case with 
a semblance of legality. 

One was the Lindbergh kid- 
naping case, in which President 
Hoover directed the FBI and the 
Treasury Department special in- 
telligence unit to help the local 
authorities. At that time, kid- 
naping was not a federal crime. 
The public reason given for fed- 
eral intervention was that 
marked money was involved. 

The more recent instafce was 
the attempts to kill the Reuther 
brothers in Detroit. The Depart- 
ment of Justice, despite pressure 
from the CIO and several Sen- 
ators, refused to intervene pub- 
licly in these cases but when the 
United Auto Workers head- 
quarters were almost dynamited, 
the FBI did move in because 
there is a federal statute regard- 
ing interstate shipments of dyna- 
mite. 

Department of Justice officials 
will not comment on whether ad- 
ditional FBI agents have been 
sent into Kansas City since the 
Binaggio-Gargotta murders. They 
say there will be active participa- 
tion if the local authorities or 
the local FBI agents give the de- 
partment evidence that a federal 
statute is involved.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP)— 
Ex-Communist Louis Budenz, for- 
mer St. Louisan, was subpenaed 
today as the “mystery witness” 
Senator McCarthy wants Senate 
investigators te hear on _ his 
charges against Owen Lattimore. 

A Senate. Foreign Relations 
subcommittee ordered Budenz to 
appear at a public session next 
Monday. The committee is look- 
ing into McCarthy’s accusations 
that Lattimore is a Russian espi- 
onage agent. 

Budenz, former managing edi- 
tor of the Communist newspaper, 
the Daily Worker, has renounced 
Communism and returned to the 
Catholic Church. 

Chairman Tydings (Dem), 
Maryland, told reporters Budenz 
is the “mystery witness” that Mc- 
Carthy, Wisconsin Republican, 
contends can swear that Lattimore 
is or has been a Communist party 
member. 


Lattimore Denied Charges. 

Lattimore, 49 years old, Johns 
Hopkins University professor and 
some time consultant to the 
State Department, has denied 
under oath that he has ever 
been a Communist. He has 
called McCarthy an unmitigated 
liar for making the charge. 

Tydings said Lattimore was 
invited to be present when Bu- 
denz testifies. After Budenz is 
heard, Tydings said, Lattimore 
will be permitted to testify in 
reply. 

The decision to subbpena Bu- 
denz came at a closed door meet- 
ing of the subcommittee with all 
members present. Chairman Con- 
nally, (Dem.) Texas, of the full 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
also attended. 

Lattimore had asked in ad- 
vance that he be allowed to con- 
front McCarthy’s “mystery wit- 
ness.” He also asked that his 
lawyers be permitted to cross- 
examine the witness. 

The committee did not grant 
the request for cross-examination. 

At Midland, Mich., Budenz ex- 
pressed surprise at news of the 
subpena. He said he did not know 
McCarthy and refused to discuss 
McCarthy’s charges against Lat- 
timore.

arrived in the city yesterday and 
met immediately with Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst, who explained the 
plans so far developed for par- 
ticipation of the city in the urban 
redevelopment program. | 


Federal Grants at Stake. 


Federal grants to the city from 
the $5,196,800 already earmarked 
for St. Louis under the urban re- 
development program,. for the 
purpose of acquiring and clearing 
sites for rehabilitation, will be 
based upon the studies being 
made by Howar dand Slayton. 
The studies will include the rela- 
tionship and characteristics of the 
sites proposed for rgdevelopment 
in connection with surrounding 
areas. 


“We certainly were favorably 
impressed by the interest shown 
by your Mayor in Dg eg a 
the city,” Howard told the Post- 
Dispatch. “He gave us every co- 
operation and helped us arrange 
our plans for today.” 


Howard added that he had been 
reading the Post-Dispatch “Prog- 
ress or Decay” series and that 
they had been extremely helpful 
in sizing up conditions in St. 
Louis. ~ 

After meeting with Harland 
Bartholomew, city planning eng- 
ineer, this morning in the City 
Plan Commission’s office and 
going over the commission’s 
maps, showing locations of con- 
templated sites for housing pro- 
jects, Howard and Slayton went 
on a tour of the slum areas of 
the city. 

Near-Downtown Site First. 


They first drove through the 
area bounded by Fourteenth, 
Eighteenth, Olive and Market 
streets, considered for near-down- 
town redevelopment, then viewed 
the large site between Grand 
boulevard and Jefferson avenue, 
south of Laclede avenue, site of 
a Negro housing project to be 
built by the Rockefeller interests 
of New York. 

From there the party drove to 
the De Soto-Carr site, between 
Eighteenth and Jefferson, Cass 
and Franklin avenues, which the 
St. Louis Housing Authority is 
planning for a large public low- 
rent and middle-income housing 
development. 


Carr Square Village, Negro 
apartments now operated by 
the housing. authority, was next 
on the tour, followed by an in- 
spection of the site of “M-1-3,” 
white public housing project be- 
tween Seventh and Ninth streets, 
north of Carr street, construc- 
tion contracts for which will be 
let this summer. 

Bartholomew pointed out next 
the Third street Commission Row 
area, which will be vacated when 
a new Commission Row is built 
in North St. Louis and which is 
being considered for a near- 
downtown housing project. 

The group, including also 
Gerard B. Cleary, executive di- 
rector of the housing authority; 
George P. Hellmuth, housing 
authority architect, and Associate 
City Counselor William J. Mur- 
ray, the Mayor’s representative 
on housing, were luncheon guests 
of Arthur A. Blumeyer, authori- 
ty president.

They 
reported he is “pretty well satis- 
fied” with progress on his pro- 
gram. 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, ma- 
jority leader, said that was Tru- 
man’s reaction. Lucas predicted: 
“We are going to have a very 
good record in Congress when we 
finish.” 

With Vice President Barkley, 
Lucas brought the President up 
to date on the legislative situation 
as Truman started his first full 
day back at his Washington desk 
after a month in Florida. 

Prediction by Lucas. 


Ruling on Move to Revoke Bridges 


From the record so far, Tru- |i 


man may get scarcely more than 
half of his Fair Deal program 
from this Congress, but Lucas said 
he thinks more will be accom- 
plished than most people think. 

“We were in the same position 
last year when a lot of people 
said we were not going to get 
anywhere,” Lucas said. 

He predicted Congress, before 
adjourning July 31, will pass for- 
eign economic and arms aid pro- 
grams, increase social security 
benefits, reduce some _ excise 
taxes, extend rent control, and 
increase the borrowing power of 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. 

At Truman’s urging, the party’s 
policy committee later in the day 
decided to bring a foreign aid 
bill before the Senate ahead of a 
fair employment practices meas- 


ure. 

Lucas said the President told 
Him the Economic Co-operation 
Administration measure “is more 
important at this time than any 
other.” 

When work on a flood control 
bill, now before the Senate, is 
completed, Lucas will move to 
call up the ECA authorization 
measure. 

Lucas said the FEPC bill—cer- 
tain to be greeted by a Southern 
Democratic filibuster—it will be 
brought up as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Prospect on Other Issues. 

He predicted the President also 
would get about 90 per cent of his 
21 Government reorganization 
plans. Congress has until July 31 
to vote down any of them. 

Lucas said he did not believe 
there would be any action this 
session on the Brannan farm plan 
nor on health insurance. 

As for the latter, he said: “We 
won't get around to it unless we 
want to stay here until after the 
election.” 

As for Taft-Hartley Act repeal, 
which the Administration favors, 
Lucas said: “Everyone knows we 
were not even considering taking 
up that this year. There is no 
point in going through the same 
debate on that as we did last year. 
It would come out the same way.” 

The Administration was beaten 
last year in its efforts to repeal 
Taft-Hartley. 

Hopeful on School Aid. 

Lucas said he had high hopes 
that something will be done in 
the House before adjournment oh 
federal aid to education, which 
the Senate has already approved. 

“That is not out in the cold; it 
certainly is a possibility,” he said. 

Lucas said increased unemploy- 
ment benefits which Truman has 
recommended is up to the House. 

Lucas and others were reported 
working on a compromise which 
might salvage a year’s extension 
of rent controls, with local com- 
munities ordered to decide by 
referenda within the year whether 
to continue the ceilings. | 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee has yet to clear a tax 
bill. But all of the signs point to 
a reduction in excise levies with- 
out any attempt to get the extra 
one billion dollars in revenue 
Truman said should be raised by 
closing some loopholes. 

On the credit side of the ledger 
-——so far as the Administration is 
concerned—Congress has the way 
almost cleared for final action 
soon on displaced persons and a 
ee foundation measure.

Effort to Deport Union 


Leader Follows Sen- 
tence of 5 Years on 


Perjury Charge. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 11 


— A move to revoke Harry 
Bridges’s American citizenship 
was delayed today until sometime 
next month. 

Bridges, president of the big 
CIO longshore union, «was sen- 
tenced yesterday to five ‘years in 
prison for perjury in obtaining 
citizenship, 

The Government asked United 
States District Judge George B. 
Harris today for an immediate 
order revoking citizenship on the 
ground Bridges obtained it 
through fraud. 

The judge heard both Govern- 
ment attorneys and the defehse, 
briefly, then announced he want- 
ed more time to consider the 
matter. 

Time to File Briefs. 

He said he would give the Gov- 
ernment two weeks to file briefs, 
then the defense will have 10 
days to answer. The matter 
would then be submitted to Judge 
Harris, who could rule at his 
pleasure. 

Revocation of citizenship would 
open the way for a federal hear- 
ing to deport Bridges to Aus- 
tralia, where he was born. Bridges 
was convicted of lying at his 1945 
naturalization hearing when he 
denied he ever had been a Com- 
munist. 

Two labor union aids who tes- 
tified in Bridges’s behalf at the 
citizenship hearing were sen- 
tenced to two years in prison yes- 
terday. 

Remarks by Judge. 

In passing sentence on Bridges, 
Judge Harris said: 

“By lying, cheating and de- 
frauding the United States Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Harry Bridges was 
granted a certificate of naturali- 
zation. He was aided and abetted

American Air Force

LONDON, April 11 (AP)—Rus- 
sia charged today that a United 
States military plane opened fire 
three days ago on a flight of So- 
viet fighters over Latvia, and said 
one of the Soviet planes fired 
back. 

A Soviet protest, lodged with 
the United States Embassy in 
Moscow, identified the plane as a 
B-29 bomber, but United States 
Air Force headquarters at Wies- 
baden, Germany, said the plane in 
question may have been a missing 


Navy aircraft sought since Satur- 
day in the northern Baltic. Air 
Force officials said this plane, a 
Navy version of the B-24 bomber, 
was not armed. 

This plane had 10 men aboard 
when it disappeared on a round- 
trip flight from Wiesbaden, Ger- 
manl, to Copenhagen, Denmark. 
Called the Privateer, it had four 
engines, as does the B-29. United 
States planes have been séarching 
for it since Saturday. 

Comment in Washington. 

In Washington, the Air Force 
said it had no official knowledge 
of any American bombers ex- 
changing fire with Soviet fighters. 
That was the only immediate 
comment. 

The Russians reported the 
shooting took place roughly 350 
miles east of Copenhagen. They 
gave the site as Lepaya (Libau) 
on the Baltic Sea, and said the 
plane penetrated about 13 miles 
into Latvia, which is regarded by 
Moscow as Soviet territory. 

Lepaya is reported to be the 
site of the largest Soviet naval 
installation in Latvia. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky, in his protest to United 
States Ambassador Alan Kirk, de- 
nounced the incident as a gross 
violation of the Soviet frontier 
and “an unheard of violation of 
the elementary rules of interna- 
tional law.” 

Text of Russian Note. 

The official Soviet news agency 
gave the text of the protest note 
as follows: 

“The government of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics 
deems it necessary to state to 
the Government of the United 
States of America the following: 

“According to verified data, on 
April 8 of this year, at 17 hours 
39 minutes, south of Libau, a 
four-engined military plane of the 
B-29 type, a Flying Fortress, bear- 
ing American identification marks 
was sighted. : 

“The plane penetrated the ter- 
ritory of the Soviet Union to a 
distance of 21 kilometers. 

“Owing to the fact that the 
American plane continued to 
penetrate into Soviet territory, a 
flight of Soviet fighters took off 
from a nearby airdrome and de- 
manded that the American plane 
follow it and land at the air- 
drome. 

“The American plane not only 
failed to comply with this de- 
mand but opened fire on the So- 
viet planes. Owing to this, an ad- 
vanced Soviet fighter was forced 
to open fire in reply, after which 
the American plane turned toward 
the sea and disappeared. | 

“The Soviet Government an- 
nounces its resolute protest to 
thé Government of the United 
States against this gross violation 
of the Soviet frontier by an Amer- 
ican military plane, which at the 
same time constitutes an unheard 
of violation of the elementary 
rules of international law.” 

Legal Question Over Latvia. 

* One legal question which arose 
immediateiy revolves around the 
status of Latvia. That country was 
occupied by Russian troops in 
1940 and was incorporated into 
the Soviet Union but it has never 
been recognized by the United 
States as Soviet territory. The 
United States still recognizes Lat- 
via’s envoy in Washington. 

United States Air Force head- 
quarters at Wiesbaden had no re- 
port that any American military 
aircraft, aside from the Navy 
plane now missing was flying in 
the Baltic area Saturday. Air 
Force officers said that if the 
Russian report was true, the miss- 
ing Navy plane may have been 
damaged by Soviet fighter fire 
to such an extent it could not 
reach a place of safety. 

A crew member of the missing 
plane, who did not make the 
flight, said the craft did not have 
any weapons or ammunition 
aboard—but that one officer may 
have carried a .45 caliber service 
pistol. 

Flyers said the Navy’s Privateer 
bears some resemblance to the 
B-29, but that an experienced ob- 
server would not mistake the two.

Douglas said he intends to op- 
pose all projects added by the 
Senate committee. 

However, Vice President Bark- 
ley said the new projects had al- 
ready been approved by the Sen- 
ate during brief consideration of 
the bill last October. Douglas 
then said he would demand re- 
consideration of the Senate’s ap- 
proval on a project-by-project 
basis. 

Last year, Douglas tried un- 
successfully to cut waterway ap- 
propriations by 40 per cent. 


Snyder on Revamping Plan. 


Secretary of Treasury John W. 
Snyder opposes a feature of Pres- 
ident ‘Truman’s reorganization 
plan which would make _ the 
comptroller of the currency a di- 
vision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, 

In a letter to the Senate Ex- 
penditures Committee, Snyder 
said he approved other sections of 
the reorganization proposal but 
added: “I doubt the advisability 
of the proposed transfer of the 
functions and powers of the 
comptroller.” 

The plan was indorsed by Fred- 
erick J. Lawton, newly appointed 
Director of the Budget. He told 
the committee the proposal would 
increase efficiency.

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BILLS SEEK TO CUT 
VACATIONS. SICK

Douglas of Illinois Esti- 
mates Savings Up to 
$190,000,000 — Postal 
Workers Excepted. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—Senator Paul Douglas (Dem.), 


| Illinois, introduced two. bills to- 


day, aimed at cutting down the 
vacations and sick leaves of fed- 
eral employes. 

One bill would reduce from 26 
to 20 working days a year the 
vacations now given most Gov- 
ernment workers. outside’ the 
postal service. Their sick leave 
would be cut from 15 to 12 days. 

At the same time, the vacations 
of postal workers would be in- 
creased from 15 to 20 days and 
sick leave from 10 to 12 days. 

The . second, alternative bill 
also would equalize sick leave but 
base vacations on the length of 
an employe’s service. Those with 
fewer than three years service 
would get 10 days or two weeks. 
After three years service, the va- 
cations would be increased to 15 
days and after 10 years service, 
to 20 days. 

Douglas said the vacations al- 
lowed under either bill would 
be “liberal by comparison” with 
those granted by private em- 
ployers. 

He estimated the savings at 
$100,000,000 to $190,000,000 a 
year, depending upon which bill 
is adopted. 


The cutting of vacations and 
sick leave is part of a program by 
which Douglas says three billion 
dollars could be cut from Presi- 
dent Truman’s $42,400,000,000 
budget for 1951. This program 
was discussed at length by Sen- 
ator Douglas in an interview with 
Joseph Hanlon, Washington cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
which was printed Feb. 3. 


BOLIVIA OUTLAWS RED PARTY; 
40 SEIZED IN POLICE RAID 


LA PAZ, April 11 (AP)—Bo- 
livia today outlawed the Commu- 
nist party. A decree signed by 
President Mamerto Urriolagoitia 
declared illegal the party “and all 
its activities and subsidiary or- 
ganizations.”

WASHINGTON, April 11—The 
Senate Democratic Policy Commit- 
tee voted today for establishment 
of a special five-man committee 
to conduct a broad inquiry into 
interstate crime and transmission 
of gambling information. 

Decision of the Democratic lead- 
ers put an end to a dispute be- 
tween the Commerce and Judici- 
ary Committees as to which should 
make the investigation. 

It, also halted hearings by a 
Commerce subcommittee, which 
had planned to call Attorney Gen- 
eral J. Howard McGrath, mayors 
of city governments and others 
as witnesses on a bill to outlaw 
interstate transmission of gam- 
bling information. 


Biparfisan Committee. 

Majority Leader Scott W. Lucas 
(Dem.), Illinois, announced that 
members of the five-man commit- 
tee will be selected by Vice Pres- 
ident Alben W: Barkley from the 
Judiciary and Commerce Commit- 
tees. Two of those chosen will be 
Republicans. 

The new committee will have 
a special status and will be able 
to propose legislation, Lucas ex- 
plained. 

Referring to the decision to 
unite the activities of the two 
Senate committees in the inquiry, 
Lucas said: 

“The merger was made for the 
purpose of obtaining a full, ex- 
tensive and fair investigation of 
crime syndicates operating in in- 
terstate commerce. 

Outstanding Lawyer Sought. 

“It is the hope of the policy 

committee that this new commit- 
tee will appoint an outstanding 
lawyer of national reputation to 
work with it.” 
«Prior to today’s action, the Ju- 
diciary Committee had approved 
a crime inquiry as proposed by 
Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee. A counter claim for 
holding an inquiry had been as- 
serted by Senator Edwin C. John- 
son (Dem.), Colorado, chairman 
of the Commerce Committee. 

Lucas declared the new com- 
mittee “will carry out the intent 
and purpose of both the Kefauver 
and Johnson resolutions.” 

He said the two Senators had 
agreed to. the compromise and 
that Kefauver probably would in- 
troduce the resolution for estab- 
lishment of the joint committee. 
The resolution will call for an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 for the 
committee’s work. 

McGrath May Be Called. 

The new committee will hold 
hetrings and probably will call 
McGrath and others connected 
with enforcement of criminal laws.

SURVEY ON PAROLE 
SYSTEM HERE SOUGHT 


Connor Says National As- 
sociation Will Be Asked to 
Make Survey. — 


A survey of the parole system 
of the criminal divisions of the 
Circuit Court in St. Louis by rep- 
resentatives of the National Asso- 
ciation of Parole and Probation 
will be sought by the St. Louis 
Crime Commission and the special 
committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, which recently inves- 
tigated administration of criminal 
justice here. 

This was announced today by 
First Assistant Circuit Attorney 
James W. Connor in a speech at 
a luncheon meeting of the Feder- 
al Business Association at Hotel 


York. Connor said he felt the 
St. Louis circuit courts should 
have a staff of at least 20 persons. 
The staff now numbers but three. 
Connor, who will assume. the 
duties of executive director of 
the St. Louis -Crime Commission 
May 1, reviewed the history of 
the circuit attorney’s office in re- 
cent years. He said he believed 
the crowded conditions of dockets 
in the criminal division of circuit 
court have been improved in the 
past year as a result of the addi- 
tion of three assistant circuit at- 
torneys and creation of an as- 
signment division for the crim- 
inal cause courts. 

He recommended that civil 
divisions of the circuit court be 
used for trial of criminal cases, 
when necessary, to avoid over- 
crowding of the dockets in the 
criminal divisions. 

Four long-range objectives 
were listed by Connor as steps to 
be taken to better criminal court 
procedure and eliminate crowd- 
ing of dockets. They were: 
Passage by the Missouri Legis- 
lature of a broad conspiracy law, 
which would allow trial of a per- 
son for a series of crimes at one 
time. 

Enactment of a law providing 
for a jury to return a verdict of 
guilty and leaving determination 
of punishment up to the’ judge. 
This would reduce the length of 
time required by a jury for de- 
liberation. 

An ugward revision of the line 
of demarcation between petit and 
grand larceny, which now is fixed 
at $30. 

Abolishment of the compulsory 
severance law, which makes it 
mandatory that defendants in

The agency gave its approval 
yesterday to the Illinois phase of 
the survey, covering Madison, St.

Approval by the Illinois High- 
way Department still must be ob- 
tained before the start .of the 
project, which may be used as 
the basis for applications for fed- 
eral aid for highway construction 
as well as for planning purposes.

Agency members also adopted 
a policy under which the first 
objective will be to “get in busi- 
ness” as soon as possible with 
projects that will fit into any 
comprehensive plan that later 
might be adopted for develop- 
ment of the area. 

Chairman Leif J. Sverdrup 
brought up this matter after not- 
ing first that the agency is 
charged by law to submit a “‘com- 
prehensive plan for development 
of the district” to the Missouri 
and Illinois legislatures next 
January. 

This posed a problem, he re- 
ported, because drawing of such 
a plan for the metropolitan area 
would cost from $150,000 to $200,- 
000 and take from two to three 
years. This would be too long 
a time and too costly an opera- 
tion, he said, suggesting instead 
that existing plans of communi- 
ties within the area be co-ordinat- 
ed with projects the agency later 
considers worthwhile. 

One such project, for example, 
will be a union freight terminal 
that could fit into any compre- 
hensive plan. Thus, if this is 
begun, using part of the $50,000 
appropriated. to the agency by 
each state, the agency would be- 
gin to’ receive revenue from its 
own operations. 

This is a requisite, he contin- 
ued, “if we are to stay in busi- 
ness” because the agency has no 
power to levy taxes or take over 
the property of any existing gov- 
ernmental unit without that or- 
ganization’s consent. If the agen- 
cy's funds were spent entirely in 
preparing the comprehensive 
plan, he said, it would have noth- 
ing left to establish any sort of 
self-supporting facilities. 

Stream Pollution Problem. 

Determining the degree of 
stream pollution in the Missis- 
sippi, a matter that has become 
of concern to public health au- 
thorities on both sides of the 
river and in Washington, will be 
at least a five-year task, cost of 
which may total $150,000.

Allison, indorsed by President 
Truman for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for United States Senator, 
said: “Binaggio and Gargotta were. 
found murdered apparently be- 
cause they could not deliver the 
wide-open gambling and lawless- 
ness in Missouri that they had 
promised their associates of the 
national crime syndicates.” 

“It has*long been evident,” Alli- 
son asserted, “that the national 
crime syndicates had become so 
bold that they no longer had any 
respect or fear for any of the lo- 
cal or state police of America. 

“It has long been evident that 
syndicated crime had become a 
national power which could be 
stamped out only by the full force 
of the Federal Government.” 

Allison said he believed Binag- 
gio and Gargotta were murdered 
because “the President was bring- 
ing every weapon of federal law 
at his command to bear on Binag- 
gio as a possible key to the na- 
tional crime syndicate.” 

‘Urges Powers for FBI. 


Allison urged that the FBI be 
armed promptly with the proper 
legal authority by “appropriate 
legislation dealing with nationally 
syndicated crime.” 

“Interstate crime cannot flour- 
ish without the hope of political 
protection,” Allison declared. “It 
will get no promises of protection 
and no protection through me. I 
pledge myself to support the full 
use of the FBI and other federal 
powers to destroy the national 
criminal syndicates. 

“I did not know Binaggio or 
Gargotta. The men who killed 
,them should be brought to justice 
the same as any other murderers. 
Nationally syndicated crime, the 
cause of their murders, must be 
stamped out.” 

The United States, he added, 
“cannot lead the way to world 
peace without stamping out, once 
and for-.all, the threat of national 
gangsterism within our own bor- 
ders.” 

Attack by Murray Thompson. 

Another attack on the Kansas 
City police department came yes- 
terday from Murray E. Thompson 
of Marshfield, Republican nominee 
for Governor in 1948. He chal- 
lenged Gov. Smith to remove the 
entire police board in Kansas City 
and appoint a new board “to clean 
up the town.” 

Thompson, former Speaker of. 
the Missouri House, defeated by 
Smith in a bitter campaign, 
charged that “as Missouri slips 
closer and closer to a lawless 
abyss, the state’s chief executive 
has become the _ state’s No. l 
thumb twiddler.” 

In the fall campaign of 1948, 
Thompson related, “I made the 
charge that if my opponent 
(Smith) was elected ... a reign 
of gangland terrorism would be 
released upon this. state. The 
charge was made several times. 
It was never refuted at the time!” 
“If he wants to prove my own 
charges now hold no_ water,” 
Thompson continued, “let Gov.

I 
doubt that he will do that.”

Smith Has No Comment. 

In Jefferson City, Gov. Smith 
was asked for comment on the 
resolution of the City Council on 
‘the Kansas City police depart- 
ment. The Governor said: “I 
don’t know anything about it. I 
haven’t received it and will not 
comment until I get it.” 

Kansas City police, Gov. Smith 
asserted, are doing everything 
they can to solve the murders. 
“Those gang murders seldom ever 
are solved,” the Governor com- 
mented. He said the history of 
gang killings everywhere in the 
United States was that they rare- 
ly were solved. 

The Governor also declined to 
comment on the challenges by 
Thompson, his opponent in the 
1948 election. Smith said he had 
talked to “hundreds of people” 
who told him there was less gam- 
bling in Missouri now than when 
he took office in January 1949. 

When reporters entered the 
Governor’s office for his regular 
press conference, Smith had on 
his desk a thick file on the Kan- 
sas City crime wave. His records 
showed, he said, 22 unsolved 
gang-style murders in Kansas 
City since May 1945. There have 
actually been 23, counting Binag- 
gio and Gargotta. 

“I know of nothing more I can 
do except call out the National 
Guard,” the Governor remarked. 
He said he sent a telegram to 
the FBI asking for assistance but 
was not certain the agency would 
take an active part in the inquiry. 

John H. Hendren, Democratic 
state chairman, cited news re- 
ports that Binaggio was murdered 
because gamblers had not been 
able to operate freely in Missouri 
as “proof that gamblers nave not 
taken over the state.” Thomp

ANSWER TO SUT 


Asserts Anti-Trust Case 
Against Chain Is 
Aimed at Changing 
Economic Setup in U.S. 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP) — 
The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Co. denied monopoly charges to- 
day and accused the Justice De- 
partment of trying to change the 
nation’s whole economic structure 
through its anti-trust suit. 

In its first formal answer to the 
Government’s civil suit, the food 
chain told the United States Dis- 
trict Court that the public would 
suffer “irreparable injury” if the 
A. & P. organization is broken up. 

Asking dismissal of the suit, 
A. & P. said there is “no justifi- 
cation in fact or in law for the 
drastic and confiscatory destruc- 
tion” of the company. 

The company’s 109-point an- 
swer said the Justice Department 
“ig asking this court to adopt, by 
judicial fiat, new.and extremist 
principles af law which would re- 
sult in a complete remodeling of 
the entire economic structure of 
this country.” 

Monopoly Charged. ; 

The Government’s suit, filed 
last September under the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act, charged that 
the A. & P. and a group of affili- 
ates were a monopoly in restraint 
of trade. 

In its answer, A. & P. termed 
its expanson over 90 years a 
“natural growth” which came al- 
most entirely from within the 


company and not by mergers or 
by buying out competing com- 
panies. 

A. & P., the answer continued, 
has made great contributions to- 
ward revolutionizing the food 
business “with enormous and in- 
calculable savings to the consumer 
— especially to the worker fami- 

es.” 

Far from curbing competition, 
A. & P. said, its activities have 
“greatly promoted trade and in- 
creased competition.” 

Reasons for Objection. |

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U.S. RENT CONTROL 
AGENCY CUTS 1100 
FROM PAYROLL 


Slash in Funds Cited — 
| 735 of Dismissals Are in 
New York State, Which 
Has Own Curbs. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—The agency which runs the fed- 
eral rent control program today 
began widespread dismissal of 
employes. 

The office of Housing Expediter 
Tighe E. Woods announced that 
the dismissal notices already have 
been sent to some 1100 workers. 
This amounts to a one-fourth re- 
duction in staff. 

An agency spokesman said the 
reduction would not seriously af- 
fect the nationwide scope of rent 
control operations. Most of those 
given notices are in New York 
where the state takes over all con- 
trols on May 1. 

Woods's aids reported, however, 
that “another thousand or so” will 
be laid off in many parts of the 
country about May 1. 

Re-hiring Possible. 

Although the cutbacks—and the 
announced plans for further re- 
ductions—were strong indications 
that the agency may be planning 
to close up shop, there was no of- 
ficial statement to this effect. 

The reason given by Woods's 
office for the dismissals was a 
shortage of payroll funds. Hous- 
ing officials expressed belief that 
if Congress votes an extension of 
federal controls some of those 
fired will be re-hired. ; 

The present national rent law 
dies June 30 unless renewed by 
Congress. President Truman has 
asked that federal ceilings be con- 
tinued another year but congres- 
sional opponents of controls be- 
lieve they have sufficient votes 
to kill the measure once and for 


all. 
50 Let Out in Virginia. 

In addition to 734 workers be- 
ing let out in New York State, an- 
other 50 are being fired in Vir- 
ginia, where the legislature has 
voted to end controls in June. 

Forty-three federal workers will 
|-be dropped in Alabama where 
ceilings will expire May 25 as a 
result of local action. 

About 250 are being fired in the 
various regional offices and in 
litigation and enforcement sec- 
tions of national headquarters. 

Under the present rent law, 
the housing expediter’s office is 
empowered to lift ceilings in all 
areas where “the demand for 
rental housing has been reasona- 
bly met.” During the last year 
this has resulted in controls being 
dropped on some 4,000,000 rental 
units across the country. 

Another estimated 2,500,000 
dwellings hu..e been decontrolled 
by so-called “local option” action 
—a process under which local gov- 
erning bodies can pass resolutions 
and lift ceilings without Woods's 
approval.

For example: A couple of years 

ago it was pretty generally ac- 
cepted naval doctrine that for 
every fleet carrier in operation 
there ought to be two complete 
groups of aircraft, so that if war 
came suddenly and the first group 
suffered heavy casualties, there 
would be another one ready to 
replace it. 
_ “But it’s just too damned ex- 
travagant,” the Navy planners ad- 
mit now, “to keep up a 100 per 
cent reserve in peacetime. So 
we're plugging for a better bal- 
anced aircraft procurement pro- 
gram ifistead, in the hope that 
we can get a level of procure- 
ment high enough so that we can 
speed it up to meet replacement 
needs if we see trouble ahead. 
That way we get a carefully 
planned annual increment of new 
aircraft, we can plan our pilot- 
training program accordingly, and 
we're not piling up too many 
planes that will be obsolete in 
a couple of years anyway.” 


Teamwork Spirit Spreading. 


This is just one manifestation 
of the growing spirit of top- 
level teamwork. It shows appre- 
ciation by the military planner 
of the financial and economic lim- 
itations under which all military 
planners in democratic countries 
must operate when there’s no war 
on. There’s an understanding to- 
day in all the armed Services of 
these economic limits, an under- 
standing which is one of the prin- 
cipal monuments to memory of 
the late James Forrestal, the na- 
tion’s first Secretary of Defense 
under unification. 

I don’t mean to say that all the 
old-time Navy dislike of unifica- 
tion itself has vanished. But it is 
certainly true that the Navy is 
pulling its weight as a member of 
a triple team tod.y as it wasn't 
doing a year ago. A lot of steam 


research, for experiment and de- 
velopment, for ships, aircraft and 
equipment. 

Meanwhile we have to maintain 
as high a state of readiness as 
possible. For example: If we 
had suddenly to start convoying 
shipping across the ocean, we 
have enough “mothballed” escort 
carriers and propeller-type air- 
craft, but they would all have to 
be “back-fitted” with the latest 
type of ASW detection gear and 
weapons. 

2. We ought to have at least 
two full-strength carrier task 
groups in the Atlantic Ocean and 
one in the Pacific, in addition to 
the detached ships required to 
keep up our present strength in 
the Mediterranean and in Far 
Eastern waters. At present the 
best we can do is one Atlantic 
task group at rock-bottom mini- 
mum strength, and one in the Pa- 
cific much below minimum 
strength. 

3. We should have at least one 
Marine division on 2ach coast, 
with its own supporting air 
squadrons and the necessary am- 
phibious craft to “lift” it. At 
present we have just two skeleton 
divisions at half or two-thirds the 
proper strength, and Marine avi- 
ation has suffered a 50 per cent 
cut (of which some may be: re- 
stored.) 

4. We should have at least 30 
squadrons of long-range patrol 
aircraft in the Atlantic, and eight 
or 10 in the Pacific. Our total 
of patrol squadrons has just been 
cut from 30 to 20, a serious blow 
to our ASW readiness, especially 
in view of the rising danger (not 
yet acute, but becoming so) of 
hostile submarines firing guided 
missiles. 

All of these forces should be 
supported by a soundly con- 
ceived, long-range procurement 


was let off last fall at the now- 
famous Congressional hearings. 

As one result of those hear- 
ings, the Navy got a new boss— 
Adm. Forrest P. Sherman. And 
Sherman is leading the Navy out 
of the slough of despond. He’s 
doing it not only by his natural 
gift for leadership, but by the 
possession of a broad knowledge 
of the capabilities and limitations 
of the other two services as well 
as.of his éwn. 

Adm. Sherman has succeeded 
in convincing the chiefs of the 
other two services that the Navy 
doesn’t think it can win the 
war all by itself, but also that 
the Navy’s capabilities are in- 
dispensable to the success of 
the Army and Air Force in the 
execution of their assigned war- 
time missions. So we find a 
lot less confusion and stubborn 
clinging to previously assumed 
“nositions,” a lot more co-op- 
eration and mutual study of 
each other’s problems and of 


program for aircraft, ships, 
weapons and equijyment, and: by 
a Naval Reserve training pro- 
gram providing the nucleus for 
rapid personnel expansion if an 
emergency arrives or—with great 
luck—is seen to be approaching, 


Points In Contention. 


There are a few rather persist- 
ent contentions about the Navy, 
often seen in print, with which 
Naval opinion takes sharp issue. 
The Navy does NOT believe: 

1. That aircraft carriers are so 
vulnerable to shore-based aircraft 
as to be obsolete. (No aircraft 
carriers on either side were sunk 
by shore-based aircraft in the 
last war. For one thing, they’re 
hard for shore-based planes to 
locate. For another, they and 
their accompanying ships can put 
up a terrific volume of defensive 
fire.) 

2. That all extension in distance 
of air operations should necessar- 
ily be sought by increasing the 
range (and hence the size) of 


the national security problem as 
a whole. 

One result is that while each 
service fights hard for the money 
it needs to do its job, there’s far 
less tendency to try to bite chunks 
out of the appropriations of sister 
services. 

Tolerance Growing. 

Even the Air Force, which in 
all justice was the worst offender 
in this regard, is not saying quite 
so loudly that all aircraft carriers 
are obsolete and should be abol- 
ished so we co” spend more 
money on loi -range bombers. 
The Army can now bear the 
thought that Marines might exist 
at division strength, and find use- 
ful employment. The Navy spends 
less time saying what the B-36 
can’t do, and more showing how 
a wise use of navi:l aviation can 
help the Air Force get on with 
its job. 

Of course everything isn’t 
all sweetness and light yet. But 
the trend is there—and it’s a 
trend which is manifesting it- 
self in a shift of viewpoint at 
very high Pentagon levels: A 
shift toward working together 
for a modest general increase 
in the over-all budget ceiling 
rather than a snarling three- 
cornered fight for a bigger 
share of the budget as it stands. 

That the present military bud- 
get is too small for the needs 
of the national security, there is 
pretty general agreement among 
professional military officers to- 
day, whether they wear Navy 
blue, Air Force sky-blue, or Army 
olive-drab. This opinion, too, goes 
back. to the days of Secretary 
Forrestal, who in the summer of 
1948 was convinced that the level 
of defense spending should, be 
fixed somewhere around 17 to 18 
billion dollars in order to provide 
both for an expansible “mobiliza- 
tion base” and for a margin of 
“ready force” for instant use in 
emergency. Attempts to “make 
do” on a budget of 14 to 15 bil- 
lions haven‘t worked out—they 
have left each service short of 
its needs by a definite and sub- 
stantial margin. 

‘Navy’s View of Shortages. 

From the Navy’s viewpoint, its 
own shortages can be stated 
roughly as follows: 

1. There just isn’t enough 
money to push the anti-subma- 
rine program as rapidly as we 
ought to do. Here the question is 
largely one of time and the 
amount of time we have is con- 
trolled by the Kremlin, a source 
which isn’t giving us any useful 
sense of urgency about the anti- 
submarine warfare (ASW) pro- 
gram. More money is needed for 


aircraft rather than by moving air 
bases closer to targets (either by 
using carriers or advanced bases). 

3. That amphibious operations 
have been rendered impossible by 
the atomic bomb. (Greater dis- 
persion will be required, offering 
no such concentrated target for 
the A-bomber as the Normandy 
beachheads. But the thing can 
still be done, and will have to be 
done if United States power is 
to be felt overseas). 

4. That the Navy’s sole mission 
in any future war will be “to 
keep the sea lanes open’”—hence 
the Navy ought to spend all its 
time now on ASW to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. (This, 
the Navy thinks, is just throwing 
away the vast contribution which 
it can make to a national of- 
fensive effort for which it now 
possesses proven weapons of 
vast power and very long reach. 
How, for example, would we sup- 
port our Turkish ally as the Chief 
of Staff of the Army has just 
promised to do, if we couldn’t 
give quick help by using a Navy 
carrier task group? Anything else 
would take months.) 

These are just some of the 
reasons why you find today in 
the Navy—from the quiet Penta- 
gon office of the C.N.O. to the 
heaving deck of an escort carrier 
leading a hunter-killer group to 
sea—a pressing anxiety that the 
people of this country should 
understand the Navy’s job and

China a Big Trade Factor. 

The State Department said 
merely that the conference will 
discuss trade and “related prob- 
lems” affecting the Far East. It 
said it is similar to periodic meet- 
ings.of American officials held all 
over the world, and will be devot- 
ed to “economic problems of the 
entire area.” 

Informed officials said the con- 
ference will be far more impor- 


ment announcement indicated. For 
one thing, they pointed out, China 
has long been a top trading na- 
tion of the Orient.

Austrian Peace 
Pact Halted by 
Soviet A-Bomb 


Weapon Gave Krem- 
lin Means to Ter- 
rify Western Eu- 
rope.

VIENNA, Austria, April 11. 

ERE in this ancient, lovely 
HK city, a new life is precari- 

ously growing up amid _ the 
splendid ruins of the proud dead 
past. This is the most hopeful 
phenomenon in Europe. Even 
where the destruction was worst 
and the difficulties have been 
greatest, as in Germany and Aus- 
tria, this new life has now boldly 
appeared like the ‘bright weed 
that clambers over the bombed- 
out parts of London. 


Her. in Vienna, however, there 
is also more than a hint of a 
grim future that will utterly 
crush out this new European life. 
There is evidence, in fact, that 
the development of the Soviet 
atomic bomb was the beginning 
of a new, different and more 
threatening Kremlin campaign to 
win Western Europe for the So- 
viet empire. 


The evidence is composed of a 
peculiar set of facts. In brief, 
by the spring of last year, the 
Kremlin at last got ready to 
grant a peace treaty to Austria. 
This would have meant the evac- 
uation of Austria by Soviet and 
Allied forces, as well as requir- 
ing the evacuation of the Soviet 
forces on the “line of communi- 
cations” in Hungary and Romania. 

U. S. Willing to Pay High. 

The United States particularly 
was willing to pay high for such 
an Austrian treaty. The Soviet 
negotiator, Zarubin, was willing 
to accept the price paid. Every 
outstanding issue of the slight- 
est importance was rather rapidly 
settled. 


There was much evidence, be- 
sides the actual course of the 
negotiations, to indicate that the 
Soviet Union genuinely intended 
to give Austria a treaty and to 
get out. For example, part of the 
price the Kremlin demanded was 
continuing ownership of the Aus- 
trian industries stolen on the ex- 
cuse that they were former Ger- 
man assets. Last spring U.S.1A., 
the vast Soviet cartel in which 
these industries have been organ- 
ized, began hastily improving the 
quantities and qualities of its 
products for sale here. The an-

Types of Possible Projects. 

The proposal is to use the loan 
fund for projects like the electric 


power lines constructed by the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, for irrigation projects, for 
the purchase of farm machinery 
and equipment, rural health fa- 
cilities, housing and other capital 
and productive facilities. Interest 
rates would be 1 per cent more 
than the cost to the fund. 

The proposal is separate from 
other programs presented in the 
Public Affairs Institute series. 
The principal proposal was de- 
scribed in the first booklet by 
Dr. Dewey Anderson and Stephen 
Raushenbush. It called for a 50- 
year program costing more than 
500 billion dollars and including 
the establishment of 200 to 250 
work-training centers in under- 
developed countries. 


The proposals that have been 
and will be offered by the insti- 
tute in more than 600 pages of 
material are not official but are 
designed to show how experienced 
planners would implement Tru- 
man’s suggestion that the United 
States furnish technical aid to 
backward nations. The official 
Point Four program is expected 
to be started next year; several 
days ago the House approved $25,- 
000,000 for this purpose, $20,-

President.

ment and contribute the necessary 
labor and materials to encourare 
an immediate stake in the welfare 
and services of each project. 
In addition to the loan fund, 
there would be a sort of pool of 
technical experts who would give 
short-term assistance on electri- 
fication, marketing, production, 
credit, distribution, construction, 
hospital dperation and other tech- 
nical problems where such assist- 
ance is not now available. This 
would cost up to $2,000,000 a year. 


There also would be an expen- 
diture of up to $2,100,000 a year 
for the training of local leaders 
and an adult education extension 
program costing $1,000,000 a year. 

“To mobilize the co-operative 
movement as an instrument for 
the development of underde- 
veloped areas would be to take 
advantage of the interest of mil- 
lions of people throughout the 
world,” the authors write. “This 
program is one which will cut the 
cost of rehabilitation and develop- 
ment, because it places the bure 
den of responsibility on the peo- 
ple of the world who can and will 
help themselves once they are 
given the know-how, the tech- 
niques and access to the capital 
which can open the road to great 
er productivity.” 

Examples of Co-operatives. 

Campbell and Giles define a co- 
operative as an organization which 
people set up to do something to- 
gether that they can’t do alone. 
It differs from government in be- 
ing voluntary, they note, and dif- 
fers from a charitable agency in 
being self-supporting. It differs 
from the ordinary business in not 
being operated for profit. 

The authors give examples of 
successful co-operative. move- 
ments in various parts of the 
world, particularly in the mari- 
time provinces of Canada-Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island. Here co-opera- 
tives have been instrumental in

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Dispute Between Two Friends 

The United States and Great Britain have 
every reason to compromise the dispute over oil 
which has resulted in the British embargo 
against the American product. A compromise 
has been proposed by this country which would 
relax the embargo in return for an agreement 
by United States oil companies to buy more 
goods and services in the sterling area. It is to 
be hoped that this proposal, or a modification 
of it, will be accepted in London. 

England is acting through no hostile intent, 
but through what seems to it to be stark neces- 
sity. The whole sterling area is fast running out 
of dollars, yet it needs to conserve those dollars 
to buy the products that only dollars will buy. 
The biggest single cause of the drain is oil pur- 
chases from the United States, accounting for 
40 per cent of the entire flight of dollars from 
the sterling area. 

Britain began taking counter-measures by 
signing bilateral trade agreements with other 
countries. It bartered British oil for Argentine 
meat. It signed similar pacts with Sweden and 
Japan. In every one of those: countries, conse- 
quently, the United States lost a market for its 
oil. Now the direct barriers against United 
States oil have been put up by Britain, swiftly 
followed by India and Australia. Exports of oil 
from this country have fallen by nearly a fourth. 

Too much of importance to both countries is 
involved for the dispute to be allowed to run 
its course. There must not be trade restrictions 
by first one party and then the other, followed 
by retaliatory counter-measures. A working agree- 
ment which will énable both countries’ oil in- 
dustries to stay healthy and fo do business 
amicably is also essential. It is essential to the 
continued working-together of Britain and the 
United States. : 

The oil dispute is a test of economic states- 
manship. Oil companies in the United States 
may have to accept a larger part of their pay- 
ment in sterling and a smaller payment in dol- 
lars than they would like, in their dealings with 
countries of the sterling area. To put to use 
the sterling so acquired, Americans may have 
to buy and use more British goods than they 
have been using. If so, it will be a relatively 
small price to pay for a relatively large result. 
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Social Security Needs Study 


President Truman’s suggestion to Congress 
that it provide wider unemployment coverage 
and more adequate benefits probably will not 
get very far in this session. Maybe the Presi- 
dent made it only for the sake of providing, in 
the record, a foundation for campaign speeches. 
But we prefer not to take so cynical a view of 
it, nor to accept the Republican jibe that it “is 
an admission by the President that hard times 
and serious unemployment are in the offing as 
a result of the Trurnan program.” 


In recent weeks such independent economists 
as Sumner Slichter and Frieda Wunderlich have 
felt constrained to issue warnings against the 
weaknesses and the inadequacies of the unem- 
ployment insurance and old age pension pro- 
grams. They certainly hac no political motives, 
nor are they blind to the pressing need for over- 
all economy. But they also are aware of two 
important facts: first, unemployment in Feb- 
ruary came close to touchitig the 5,000,000-mark, 
and, secondly, more and more Americans are 
coming into the over 65 group. So it becomes 
increasingly important that our Social Security 
system should do what is expected of &#. That 
is to provide at least a minimum living for 
those who cannot do this for themselves because 
of either unemployment or age. .This is desir- 
able not only on humanitarian grounds, but also 
as a cushion for the national economy. 


Experience has revealed some serious “bugs” 
in the Social Security system. Instead of using 


these as pegs for campaign oratory, it would be 
wise to launch a serious study, one conducted by 
experts rather than by office-seekers. This 
could produce suggestions to improve the sys- 
tem without going beyond the nation’s means. 
We would like to see either the President or the 
Congress authorize such a study if for no other 
purpose than to provide a factual background 
for purposeful debate. 


Social Philosophies Disunite Europe 
John J. McCloy, United States High Commis- 


sioner for Germany, pointed out in a speech in 
London that many of the problems concerning 


West Germany could be solved if the rump state - 


were taken into a West European union. On the 
same day, Marshall Plan Roving Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman told ministers of the 18 Mar- 
shall plan nations at Paris to co-operate more 
closely, to alleviate economic woes. 


But he did not say how to go about it. And 
precisely here is the rock on which Europe’s 
halting efforts toward union have foundered 
thus far. The end, practically everybody agrees, 
is desirable. There is no agreement on the 
means. 

The conservative governments of the conti- 
nent favor outright political federation. Socialist 
governments of Britain and Scandinavia want 
to approach union through co-operation in lim- 
ited fields. The division between these two 
viewpoints is a fundamental matter of social 
philosophy, as well as politics and economics. 


Norway’s Foreign Minister Halvard M. Lange 
explains in the current issue of Foreign Affairs 
that northern Socialists fear integration with 
conservative -controlled continental countries 
could wreck high-employment and high-consump- 
tion policies of the Socialist countries. 

He voices the common and deep-seated suspi- 
cion of European Socialists that integration of 
European economies would, in the absence of 
Government controls, give industrialists a field 
day to reconstruct and tighten their cartels, at 
the expense of the working man. And in view 
of Europeans’ virtually universal distaste for 
really free competition, it is not easy to refute 
that argument. 

Despite profound political, social, economic 
and national roadblocks, progress is being made, 
albeit reticently and cautiously. Continued 


American pressure to achieve the goal is desir- . 


able, but the United States should not insist on 
undue haste, particularly in the case of Britain. 

Britain is the key to the whole problem. There 
can be no West European union without her. 
A union including Britain would help allay 
French fears of a revival of Germany. But the 
United States cannot afford to risk alienating 
British and European Socialists by demanding 
too much too soon. ’ 

A Beginning in India 

India and Pakistan finally have gotten around 
to constructive action: to resolve their conflicts. 
They had been resorting solely to mud-slinging. 
Now they have agreed to try to halt communal 
warfare in Bengal and Assam. 

But there is good reason for doubt as to how 
effective the agreement will turn out to be. It 
contains a good many pious hopes, creates a 
commission or two, and provides for the appoint: 
ment of minority representatives in state cabi- 
nets. But it signally does not provide a way 
to enforce an end to racial and religious rioting. 

And the agreement did not get down to the 
really basic bones of contention dividing India 
and Pakistan. There is no mention at all of hotly- 
disputed Kashmir, or of disrupted trade and 
economic arrangements between the two coun- 
tries. 

Perhaps in the sub-continent of Gandhi, non- 
violence and moral pressure, if exercised with 
real honesty, can accomplish more than western 
skeptics might expect. In any event, it is good 
news that the Hindus and the Moslems finally 
have done something to try to halt the progres- 
sive deterioration in their relations. 
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Closing Ranks 

President Truman is continuing his efforts to 
strengthen support for America’s hand in for- 
eign affairs by enlisting the aid of able and 
clear-sighted Republicans. He has named John 
Foster Duiles, an experienced counselor ori for- 
eign policy, to a position equal to that of Philip 
C. Jessup in the State Department's top advisory 
councils. 

This appointment, following closely the nam- 
ing of John Sherman Cooper as an adviser to 
Secretary Acheson for the London conferences 
next month, re-emphasizes the Republican 
party’s sharp division on foreign affairs, a 
division which parallels the Democrats’ split on 
domestic issues. 

Responsible Republicans, in view of the pres- 
ent world situation, are accepting with alacrity 
the President’s invitation to join in the formula- 
tion of foreign policy. But the Old Guard, mar- 
shaled by Senators Taft and Wherry and other 
party leaders, are continuing to belabor the 
Administration. They are continuing to weaken 
the position of the United States in the world. 
The President’s new appointments give the 
G.O.P. leadership an opportunity to come to its 
senses, with some degree of grace if not with 
dignity. How much more do the ‘wolves want? 

President Truman is attempting to re-establish 
American prestige in the eyes of the world. He 
cannot be allowed to fail in this effort.

No Excuse for a Windfall 


Congress seems determined to plug the legal 
loophole through which the life insurance com- 
panies have escaped the payment of income 
taxes in 1947, 1948 and 1949. But the House 
and Senate disagree over whether the companies 
should pay back taxes. The House has passed a 
retroactive bill. But the Senate would have 
the companies pay only on their 1949 and 1950 
incomes—with further legislation to take care 
of the matter after that. 

Frankly, we cannot understand the Senate at- 
titude. It never was the intention of Congress 
to exempt this particular business. Since the 
life insurance companies exist to earn profits 
like any other business—and do—it would be 
unfair to put them in an exempt category. Smell- 
ing a windfall, a few companies have been fight- 
ing against paying back taxes, but a goodly num- 
ber of insurance men freely admit that such 
‘payments would be only fair. 

Before the defective tax law went onto the 
books, these companies paid their income tax 
like all others. All of them, surely, must have 
expected to be required to pay again in the 
future. Perhaps most of them set aside funds 
against the day on which Congress would cor- 
rect its mistake. By what logic can they expect 
to profit by such a lapse? If they were allowed 
to do so, it would be unfair to all other -tax- 
payers.

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While Waiting for a Veto

Several Senators forgot championship of federal controls in voting 
for Kerr natural gas bill, editorial notes; bill would prevent federal 
supervision of a utility in interstate commerce; urges veto by 
President lest other industries also seck special privilege.

The Kerr bill to exempt natural gas 
producers from control by the Federal 
Power Commission is a special privilege 
dodge intended to negate a United States 
Supreme Court decision. “We have no 
doubt,” the court had said, “that the sales 
(of natural gas) are in interstate com- 
merce.” 

The bill passed the Senate by a vote of 


. 44 to 38. Some of the votes for the bill 


were cast by Senators determined to 
checkmate any aggrandizement of fed- 
eral control over 
business. But the 


‘majority of affirma- 


tive votesg'was cast 
by Senators from the 
oil and gas-produc- 
ing states. Of these 
28 were Democrats, 
16 Republicans, Sen- 
ators from the gas- 
consuming states, in- 
cluding 22 Republi- 
cans and 16 Demo- 
crats, voted against 
the special exemp- 
tion. 

Hurdling of party 
lines is common in 
sectional issues. But the President should 
be above sectionalism. He should sign or 
veto on a basis of the principle involved. 

If Mr. Truman signs this bill, he will 
once again have proved himself inconsist- 
ent and peculiarly susceptible to the in- 
fluence of personal and political friend- 
ships. 

The extension of federal controls is to

_be deplored, but this instance concerns a 


utility obviously “in interstate commerce” 
upon which industries and householders in 
densely populated areas will be increas- 
ingly dependent. This natural bounty 
should not be exploited to furnish exces- 
sive profits for the producers. 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson of Colorado 
(the same Senator who wants Uncle Sam 
to control the morals of movie actors— 
on the ground that their product is “in 


interstate commerce”) is chairman of the 
committee which favored the bill. He 
backed it, he said, because it would “elim- 
inate confusion in the Federal Power Com- 
mission and the natural gas industry.” 


Whatever confusion there is appears to 
be in the Senator’s own mind. He be- 
lieves that “intrastate” movies, made in 
California, are “in interstate commerce,” 
but contends that gas extracted and piped 
from Oklahoma to Eastern states is not in 
the same category. 

Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, that 
dauntless champion of federal control over 
“big business,” went along with the major- 
ity, after he had made a lame gesture in 
behalf of an amendment which would have 
“lifted the exemption” whenever the pow- 
er commission finds “price fixing.” 


Senator Kefauver, of Tennessee con- 
fused the issue still more when he pro- 
posed to modify the bill to exempt only 
producers who sell less than $250,000 
worth of gas a year. This would have left 
37 of the largest companies subject to con- 
trol, and although, as he said, these had 
been paying “from 20 to 47 per cent” 
dividends on their common stock at pres- 
ent rates, his amendment would have per- 
petrated an inequitable compromise dis- 
criminating between business in the same 
field on a basis of size. 

Here, then, is another example of “spe- 
cial privilege” and legislative inconsistency 
—understandable in the light of the sec- 
tional interests involved, but one which 
must not be condoned by the presidential 
signature. r 

If the President does sign this bill, oth- 
er politically powerful interstate indus- 
tries will be encouraged to demand similar 
exemption. 

The butter bloc was able to cling to a 
special privilege of that sort for 67 years. 
If freedom from federal control is to be ac- 
corded interstate business, that privilege 
should be extended to all industry. If the 
principle of interstate control is conceded, 
no exemptions should be granted. A veto 
is in order. 


Gambling Is “Bad Publicity”

Miami Beach’s Mayor Harold Turk con- 
tinues to “run for editor” that is, to lam- 
bast the newspapers. He argues that we 
should suppress news of gangster infiltra- 
tion and organized lawlessness, holding 
that his city is hurt by such “bad pub- 
licity.” 

Colliers, which discussed Miami Beach’s 
crime threat in two articles, “played fast 
and loose with an investment on the Beach 
of half a billion dollars,” Mayor Turk told 
the Presidents’ Council. 

Professional hoodlumism, especially 
when it can reach out because it is 
shielded or overlooked, if not actually en- 


couraged, plays much faster and more 
loosely with the investment of Miami 
Beach, or any other city in which it be- 
comes entrenched, than a plain statement 
of the facts ever can. And also with the 
community’s morals, its social structure, 
its spiritual life, its enterprise and its eco- 
nomic future. 

As a matter of fact this season is a con- 
vincing illustration. Miami Beach, reason- 
ably freed by public demand of the racket 
influences for the first time in years, has 
had one of the biggest and the longest sea- 
sons on record. It has been free, also of 
“bad publicity” because it ended the cause.

State Department’s Record 


THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE: A HISTORY OF ITS 
ORGANIZATION, PROCEDURE AND PERSONNEL, b 
Graham H. Stuart) (Macmillan, 517 pqs., $7.50. 
The history of the State Department is 

a 170-year-long recofd of never-ending at- 
tempts to keep up with America’s growing 
responsibilities in world affairs—of never~ 
ending growth and change and reorganiza- 
tion. Some of the Department’s almost 
innumerable reorganizations have been 
necessary and have been wisely planned 
and executed. Some have consisted prima- 
rily of “moving kitchen furniture around 
just for the sake of moving kitchen furni- 
ture around,” as former Secretary of Stat 

James F. Byrnes once said. But most o 

even the wisest and most far-seeing re- 

organizations have lagged behind the De- 
partment’s needs. Only ability, integrity 
and zeal above and beyond the call of duty 
on the part of the Department's underpaid 
and overworked personnel have made pos- 
sible a standard of performance which is 
probably equal to 
any in the world and 
superior to most. 
Prof. Graham H. 
Stuart of Stanford 
University, one of 
the country’s out- 
stantiing scholars in 
the field of foreign 
affairs, has written. 
a thoroughly admi- 
rable—an almost 
monumental — ac- 
count of all this. His 
book, as he carefully 
specifies, is prima- 
rily a history of the 
Department’s organi- 
zation, procedures and personnel, rather 
than of American foreign policy as such. 

Prof. Stuart relates enough of the history 

of the nation’s role in world affairs, how- 

ever, to explain the growth and develop- 
ment of the Department, and parts of his 
capsule condensations of the story af 

American foreign policy are masterpieces, 


The author is friendly to the Depart- 
ment. He is, indeed, so sympathetic that 
his book sometimes reads more like an 
apologia than like a dispassionate and ob- 
jective report., Prof. Stuart’s comments 
on Frank B. Kellogg, Henry L. Stimson 
and Cordell Hull, in particular, are almost 
fulsome. Perhaps friendliness to the De- 
partment, however, is a venial sin at worst. 
It is certainly a welcome change from the 
misinformed and misguided malice which 
characterizes so much discussion of the na- 
tion’s foreign office. Prof. Stuart’s discus- 
sion of Edward R. Stettinius Jr. as Under 
Secretary and Secretary of State is, more- 
over—in contrast to his treatment of Stet- 
tinius’ three predecessors—a valuable con- 
tribution to the long overdue and much- 
needed deflation of that affable gentle- 
man to his proper proportions as a public 
figure. 

No serious student of America’s foreign 
policy and America’s foreign office can af- 
ford to be without Prof. Stuart’s book—a 
book, furthermore, which is so handsome 
that owning it is an esthetic pleasure as 
well as an intellectual necessity.

DRUG WITH LONG 
NAME TESTED AS 
ULCER TREATMENT 


PHILADELPHIA, April 11 (AP) 
—A new chemical compound was 
reported today to have opened up 
a new approach to treatment of 
stomach ulcers. 

The drug is in the experimental 
stage, John W. Cusic and Dr. 
Richard A. Robinson said in a 
paper before the American Chem- 
ical Society meeting here. They 
represent G. D. Searle & Co., 
Chiacgo. 

The drug has not been named, 
but is chemically identified as 
beta - diethylaminoethyl-xanthene- 
9-carboxylate methobromide. It is 
being released to the medical pro- 
fession only for use in carefully 
controlled clinical tests. 

The compound is expected to 
prove effective in curbing gastro- 
intestinal spasms, the: paper stat- 
ed. 

Experiments indicate, the paper 
said, that the drug acts in two 
ways on peptic ulcer. It relaxes 
the smooth muscle of the stom- 
ach, thereby reducing spasm, and 
it inhibits the nerve impulses 
which cause the secretion of acid.

The Brooklyn Democrat said his 
bill was aimed at stopping what 
he called “the common practice” 
at Ebbets Field of playing morn- 
ing and afternoon games, or after- 
noon and evening games on dou- 
bleheader days. Fans must pay 
two admissions to see both games. 

He maintained that a double- 
header should mean two games 
for the price of one. 

The Dodgers called the bill “un- 
constitutional” and ‘“discrimina- 
tory.” Their attorney, Walter F.

| veto it on the ground it was “an

Each Club 
Must Post 
$50,000 


NEW YORK, April 11 ‘(AP)— 
The Anderson Packers have 
dropped out of the National Bas- 
ketball Association, which may be 
streamlined next year into a two- 
division circuit of 10 or 12 teams. 

President Maurice Podoloff, an- 
nouncing an important meeting in 
Chicago April 24, termed the 17- 
team league that operated during 
the past season “unwieldy” and 
“impractical.” 

“It posed all sorts of schedule 
and traveling problems,” he said. 
“An ideal setup would be 10 
teams, 12 at the most, operating 
in two divisions.” 

The sprawling professional cir- 
cuit, which a year ago incorporat- 
ed the Basketball Association of 
America and the National League, 
had three divisions during the 
last campaign. 

Anderson got out after asking 
the N.B.A. to give the Packers 
the same number of games with 
each member of the league. 

Franchise Is Junked. 

The N.B.A. executive commit- 
tee, which met. here yesterday, 

‘ said it was impossible to meet 
these conditions. So the league 
bought the Anderson franchise 
and then junked it. 

lke Duffey, owner, had offered 
the franchise to the Anderson 
Packers Civic Association and this 
group was in the process of sell- 
ing season tickets for the 1950-51 
season. 

The executive committee ruled 
that each team in the N.B.A. which 
Plans to go to the barrier next 
season must post $50,000 within a 
week, : 

This order of cash on the line 
may, in itself, reduce the circuit 
to more commodious proportions. 
Not all the members made morev 
last season and the demand for 
$50,000 as a starter may scare off 
= on precarious financial foot- 

ng.

As Hitler took the Rhineland and 
Austria, Danzig and Czechoslo- 
vakia by mere threats of force, 
without firing a shot, so the Krem- 
lin could now hope to employ the

Piper, president of Piper Aircraft 
Corp., said egponts Piper spoke 
at a luncheon meeting of the sec- 
ond annual Missouri Aviation 
Forum at the Sheraton Hotel. 

“Personal flying has outgrown 
the barnstorming and training pe- 
riods, when any kind of planes or 
flight services could be sold at 
high prices,” Poper told the group. 
“The personal plane is now a'safe, 
comfortable and, when properly 
used, an economical method of 
travel. 

“It costs $40 to go from my 
headquarters at Lock Haven, Pa., 
to New York by train, with lower 
berth. Renting a plane for $12 
an hour, three or four people can 
make the trip for the same amount 
of money. That’s what you oper- 
ators have to make your potential 
customers realize. When you do, 
you're automatically going to get 
into large-volume business. 

“The airplane isn’t the same 
kind of vehicle as the automobile, 
designed for a lot of short trips 
between stores. It is made for 
lorfger trips—250 or 300 miles— 
and today’s personal plane does 
this type of service wonderfully 
well. 

Piper urged the construction of 
hundreds of _ single-direction 
landing strips, without hangars, 
gasoline facilities or managers in 
charge. Such strips would re- 
move the fear that many poten- 
tial pilots have of being unable 
to find a landing place in case 
of emergency, he pointed out. 
Tie-down rings would permit 
overnight stops, he said. He esti- 
mated the cost of such landing 
strips at about $1000 each. 

Sixty operators’ from various 
parts of the state attended ‘the 
one-day forum, designed to give 
them an opportunity to discuss 
mutual problems and exchange 
ideas on problems connected with 
personal flying.

The machinists, claiming about 
600,000 members, quit the AFL 
in 1945 in an argument with the 
AFL’s carpenter union.

The AFL invited the machin- 
ists to talk peace terms at the 
Miami meeting of the AFL’s exec- 
utive council in February.

PILOT’S WIDOW ELIGIBLE

School Failures 


By Angelo Patri 


HAT should be done about the children who fail in 

certain subjects in school? Keep them in the same grade 

term after term? Give up trying to teach them the 
subjects they fail in? Send them ahead regardless of their 
marks? Give them special programs so they can work in the 
grades according to their proficiency? Drill them early and 
often at home and in school? These questions must be 
answered to the satisfaction of the pupil and his satisfaction 
depends upon his success. How to get him to succeed? 

Some children, many of them little girls, fail in arithmetic 
in the first three grades of elementary school. To them two 
and two make anything in the scale of numbers. They read 
and spell and are intelligent in ordinary matters but arithmetic 
lays them low. Drilling increases their confusion. Leaving 
them back plunges them into despair. They grow worse 
instead of better.

WE FIRST MUST TRY to find the cause by experimenting 
with the subject in relation to the child. Where does he fail? 
Can he think in numbers? Does he know the difference 
between two and three? If he does he can think in numbers 
to some extent, at least. Can he see numbers? Looking at a 
group of apples, a group of nuts, a group of blocks, can he 
at a glance tell which of them contains the greatest number 
of objects? If he can he sees number and can think in terms 
of numbers. Is it memory that fails? Test that by asking him 
what he saw when he looked at the group—how many objects 
in each group. If he remembers, if he comes reasonably close 
to being right, his memory may be all right. Feel along his 
ideas of number to discover what is bothering him. 

Maybe it is the language. Words are just sounds to chil- 
dren until experience puts meaning into them. I shall always 
remember the boy who failed in problems of cubic measure 
unless they were set in terms of sand, cement and concrete 
with trucks thrown in for good measure. He solved those with 
speed and accuracy—but those that used terms foreign to his 
experience, no.

AFTER SEVERAL ADDITIONAL questions, the garage- 
man finally learned who was talking. And he actually sent 
out his tow car in deference to Tommy’s- precocious tele- 
phoning. 

Tommy’s behavior shows the power of imitation for he 
had seen his father call a tow truck when his auto was stuck. 

Indeed, much of our education develops by imitation. 
Our children learn their grammar chiefly in such manner. A 
child no older than Tommy will say: “My dog runned after 
the cat.” 

This shows that he has already picked up a rule of gram- 
mar to the effect that the past tense of a verb is usually 

‘formed by adding “ed” to the present tense. 

This law is correct for ordMiary verbs. We “walk” now, 
but we “walked” yesterday. Occasionally, hqwever, an irregu- 
lar verb crops up in our conversation. “Run” is an example in 
point. The toddler, having evolved the law about adding “ed,” 
naturally and quite logically then says, “My dog runned after 
the cat.” At a later date he will employ “ran.”

WHEN OUR SON PHILIP was of toddler age, he de- 
scribed a falling airplane by saying “It went down, downer, 
downer,” and with each word he dropped his hand lower to 
indicate the varying degrees of descent. If his older brother 
had “much” candy, Philip wanted “mucher.” These examples 
simply show how he was absorbing the rule that we add “er” 
to an adjective to make it a comparative.

The trip to St. Louis is a prob- 
lem for many of them, for they 
will come &t their -own expense 
and the green of the timbered 
hills is not matched by greenbacks 
in their pockets. 
nities will pay transportation and 
incidental expenses for some, but 
for others it means a personal 
counting of coins. 

The tunes they know have come 
down through the generations 
without benefit of written score, 
although an attempt has often 
been made to record lyrics and 
music by “shape-notes,” or pic- 
tures of cups, saucers and frying 
pans for the eight notes of an 
octave. Ballads were learned 
from grandparents and memo- 
rized. Jig steps and the do-si-do 
were danced by children scarcely 
old enough to carry a bucket of 
water from spring to cabin. 

It is all a basic part of Ozark 
folk culture and has never waned 
in popularity, partly because 
many Ozark homés are without 
radios and roads are too rugged 
for automobiles.

N THE West, a dogie is a

Playing Canasta to Win

T is important in any game to 

be able to appraise the strength 

of your hand—is it a good one, 
a bad one, a fair one? In Poker 
this is the key to. betting, in 
Bridge the key to bidding. In 
Canasta it is important, too. With 
a bad hand, you usually try to go 
out as soon as possible. With a 
good hand, you want to prolong 
play and score points. 

The good Canasta hand doesn’t 
have too many matching cards, or 
too few; it does not have too many 
wild cards, or too few. The fol- 
lowing hand is an example found 
in Oswald Jacoby’s latest book, 
“Complete Canasta”: 


You need only 50 for the mini- 
mum meld. You can make the 
minimum easily, in a dozen dif- 
ferent ways. 

If it were a good hand, you 


would meld as few cards as pos- 
sible and play to get the pack 
and meld and meld and meld. But 
this is not a good hand, because 
two few different ranks are repre- 
sented in it. Even after you have 
melded and unfrozen the pack, 
the chances are against your get- 
ting the pack because there are 
so few cards that you can pick up. 

So the play is to go out, and 
Mr. Jacoby recommends both 
your quartets at once, all four 
queens and all four sixes. This 
gives you two canasta bases, and 
also invites your partner to add 
any matching cards that will build 
them toward canastas. ° 

You do not use either of your 
wild cards at the start, because 
you do not know but that your 
partner can add to one of the 
melds and not the other. Which- 
ever he can add to, you have the 
wherewithal for completing a can- 
asta. He probably has a wild card 
that will help along toward this 
end, and then you will be out as 
soon as you can draw another 
meldable card. 

Question: We started a deal 
needing 120 points, failed to make 
it, and were set back so that our 
net score was less than 3000 at 
the beginning of the next deal.

Answer: No. Your initial meld 
is governed by your score at the 
beginning of each deal.

Calling the Road A “Causeway.” 
B UT that broad causeway will 


The allu- 
sion here is not to the “broad 
causeway” as we know it, the 
four- or eight-lane express high- 
way!

The Latin “calx” has been offered 
as the source of this, for “‘calx” 
is lime, and the road might be 
paved with limestone. However, 
the chief characteristic of the 
causey was that it was a raised, 
solid road which served as a dry 
passage over marshy or wet 
ground. And the derivation more 
recently accepted ‘is that the 
French “chaussee,” whence it 
came into English, and the Latin 
“calciare,” to make a road, is from 
the Latin “calceus,”’ shoe, from 
“calx” meaning heel—which pro- 
duced the trodden way, the old 
causey and causeway.”

This, 
as it happened, was a very shrewd 
move on South’s part, because 
East promptly laid down the 
spade king! South ruffed, drew 
trumps, then cashed the diamond 
ace. West’s queen and East’s king 
fell with a hollow thump, and 
South could then claim the rest 
of the tricks, making his doubled 
contract with an extra trick. 

Beyond doubt, East made a 
serious error when, having held 
the trick with the diamond jack, 
he failed to lay down the ace of 
hearts.

The Ozarks will be well repre- 
sented at the National Folk Fes- 
tival, to be held at Kiel Audito- 
rium Opera House tomorrow 
through Saturcay. The Festival, 
sponsored by The Associated Re- 
tailers of St. Louis, will present 
the folk traditions of all facets 
of American life, but each per- 
formance will feature Ozarkians 
and their lore. 

The trip to St. Louis is a prob- 
lem for many of them, for they 
will come &t their own expense 
and the green of the timbered 
hills is not matched by greenbacks 
in their pockets. 
nities will pay transportation and 
incidental expenses for some, but 
for others it means a personal 
counting of coins. 

The tunes they know have come 
down through the generations 
without benefit of written score, 
although an attempt has often 
been made to record lyrics and 
music by “shape-notes,” or pic- 
tures of cups, saucers and frying 
pans for the eight notes of an 
octave. Ballads were learned 
from grandparents and memo- 
rized. Jig steps and the do-si-do 
were danced by children scarcely 
old enough to carry a bucket of 
water from spring to cabin. 

It is all a basic part of Ozark 
folk culture and has never waned 
in popularity, partly because 
many Ozark homés are without 
radios and roads are too rugged 
for automobiles. Ozark fun us- 
ually is the homespun: kind, sim- 
ple and spontaneous, with as 
many versions of basic dance 
steps and music as there are 
dancers, singers and locale. 

The Library of Congress has 
recorded many of the ballads 
sung by Booth Campbell, 72 years 
old, of Cane Hill, Ark., one of the 
Festival performers. When ap- 
proached three years ago by 
Vance Randolph, collector of folk- 
lore, Booth denied knawing “The 
Good Old Rebel,” billed for the 
Festival. It is a Civil War song 
and Booth wasn’t sure about po- 
litical ramifications. He has since

recovered from his temerity and 
he sings with gusto a song that’s 
comparatively new as a ballad. 


Dony Hammontree, 78, of Farm- 
ington, Ark., 12 miles from Camp- 
bell’s home, has also recorded bal- 
lads for the Library of Congress. 
“Not so many years ago, lots of 
people wouldn't let their girls go 
to dances, but they did approve 
of play-parties,” says Dony. “We'd 
start some peppy music at a play- 
party game and before folks knew 
it, they’d all be out on the floor, 
dancing to beat the band.” 

The tunes were the same ones 
he’ll sing and play at the Festival 
—‘Going Down to Rowser’s,” 
“Sugar and Tea,” and “Skip to 
My Lou.” The word ‘lou’ is a 
c-mmon term for sweetheart in 
eastern Tennessee, according to 
Vance Randolph. Dony was a 
choir singer when people came 
over the hills and hollows in cov- 
ered wagons to gather at Cane 
Creek for three-day camp meet- 
ings.

Words to Watch. 


N THE West, a dogie is a 

motherless calf, or one which, 

on the range, has hgen sep- 
arated from its mother. The word 
has long been used in the “cow 
country,” but Americans else- 
where heard it first about 15 
years ago when the song, “The 
Last Roundup” became popular: 
“Git along, little dogie, git along.” 
The origin is unknown. But the 
word does not derive from “dog,” 
nor should it be pronounced 
“doggie,” as Quizmaster Bob 
Hawk pronounced it. Dogie 
rhymes with “fogey, bogey.” The 
“o” is long as in “doe.” 

The word jodhpurs, “close- 
fitting riding breeches,” is often 
pronounced “JOD-fers.” The “f” 
sound is the result of “seeing” 
the word as if it were spelled 
“jodphurs.” In the proper spell- 
ing, however, the “h” comes be- 
fore the “p.” Jodhpurs are named 
for the Indian state of Jodhpur, 
in the Rajputana agency, where 
the men wear white trousers 
similar to the popular British and 
American riding breeches. 

The first syllable of jodhpurs 
rhymes with “code, mode.” The 
second syllable rhymes’ with 
“boors, tours.” Say: JODE-poorz. 

Formerly, the verb harass was 
considered correct only when ac- 
cented on the first syllable, as: 
HAR-uss. Lately, however, a few 
of our more realistic dictionaries 
have ‘ecognized the customary 
American pronunciation, huh- 
RAS%, which is much more ex- 
pressive and forceful than the 
H/.R-uss pronunciation, for HAR- 
uss suggests the name Harris, and 
not the act of harassing. 

Ogden: Bob Ripley once stated 
that originally, the word forest 
meant a clearing or field sur- 
rounded by trees.

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Playing Canasta to Win 
By Albert H. Morehead 


T is important in any game to 

be able to appraise the strength 

of your hand—is it a good one, 
a bad one, a fair one? In Poker 
this is the key to betting, in 
Bridge the key to bidding. In 
Canasta it is important, too, With 
a bad hand, you usually try to go 
out as soon as possible. With a 
good hand, you want to prolong 
play and score points. 

The good Canasta hand doesn’t 
have too many matching cards, or 
too few; it does not have too many 
wild cards, or too few. The fol- 
lowing hand is an example found 
in Oswald Jacoby’s latest book, 
“Complete Canasta”: 


You need only 50 for the mini- 
mum meld. You can make the 
minimum easily, in a dozen dif- 
ferent ways. 

If it were a good hand, you 


would meld as few cards as pos- 
sible and play to get the pack 
and meld and meld and meld. But 
this is not a good hand, because 
two few different ranks are repre- 
sented in it. Even after you have 


melded and unfrozen the pack, | 
the chances are against your get- | 


ting the pack because there are 
so few cards that you can pick up. 

So the play is to go out, and 
Mr. Jacoby recommends both 
your quartets at once, all four 
queens and all four sixes. This 
gives you two canasta bases, and 
also invites your partner to add 
any matching cards that will build 
them toward canastas. ° 

You do not use either of your 
wild cards at the start, because 
you do not know but that your 
partner can add to one of the 
melds and not the other. Which- 
ever he can add to, you have the 
wherewithal for completing a can- 
asta. He probably has a wild card 
that will help along toward this 
end, and then you will be out as 
soon as you can draw another 
meldable card. 

Question: We started a deal 
needing 120 points, failed to make 
it, and were set back so that our 
net score was less than 3000 at 
the beginning of the next deal.

Calling the Road A “Causeway.” 


UT that broad causeway will 
direct your way.” The allu- 
sion here is not to the “broad 
causeway” as we know it, the 
four- or eight-lane express high- 
way! The words are those of John 
Dryden, the English poet, re- 


, ferring to a “causeway” on which 


men and women rode chiefly on 
horseback—three centuries ago! 

On a similar stage, as far as 
traffic conditions were concerned, 
the Puritan poet, John Milton, 
wrote: 

“The other way Satan went 
down the causey to Hell-gate.” 

And there you have the secret 
of the word causeway. It is the 
older causey. Directly from the 
Old English “cauci,” it comes 
through the Old French form. 
The Latin “calx” has been offered 
as the source of this, for ‘“calx” 
is lime, and the road might be 
paved with limestone. However, 
the chief characteristic of the 
causey was that it was a raised, 
solid road which served as a dry 
passage over marshy or wet 
ground. And the derivation more 
recently accepted ‘is that the 
French “chaussee,” whence it 
came into English, and the Latin 
“calciare,” to make a road, is from 
the Latin “calceus,’ shoe, from 
“calx” meaning heel—which pro- 
duced the trodden way, the old 
causey and causeway.” 


Hot breads can often double for 
dessert—homemade raisin bread, 
date loaf, or baking powder cin- 
namon twists.

The part-score enjoyed by both 
sides naturally influenced the 
bidding. 

West opened his fourth-highest 
spade, the three. Declarer put up 
the ace from dummy, and led 
the ten of diamonds. East played 
the jack—and South ducked! This, 
as it happened, was a very shrewd 
move on South’s part, because 
East promptly laid down the 
spade king! South ruffed, drew 
trumps, then cashed the diamond 
ace. West's queen and East’s king 
fell with a hollow thump, and 
South could then claim the rest 
of the tricks, making his doubled 
contract with an extra trick. 

Beyond doubt, East made a 
serious error when, having held 
the trick with the diamond jack, 
he failed to lay down the ace of 
hearts. If Scuth had the heart 
king, nothing could keep him 
from making that card; and if he 
didn’t have it, it was all the more 
important for East to play the ace 
and another heart, depending of 
course on whether or not his parte 
ner signaled for a continuation. 

In the final analysis, however, 
it was West who was guilty in 
this case, because East was a 
weak player and West was an 
expert! Thus, West should have 
protected both himself and his 
partner! West knew that a heart 
shift by East was imperative, 
since declarer was marked to be 
out of spades; therefore West 
should have overtaken the dia- 
mond jack with the queen, and 
laid down the king and another 
heart as the obvious “only

Cocoa is usually a better choice 
than chocolate when it comes to 
a beverage for children, and 
many adults prefer it. The two 
products are the same except for 
the fact that cocoa butter is ab- 
stracted when powdered cocoa is 
made. The easiest method for 
preparing a beverage from either 
one is fortunately the best as it 
produces a lump-free beverage 
and it demands only one utensil 
for the preparation. 

A little cold water should be 
added to the cocoa or chocolate, 
cut in pieces. This should then 
be stirred over a low heat until 
the mixture is smooth and thick. 
The cold milk may then be added

Don’t oversweeten cocoa or 
chocolate.

I suggest 
that hot cocoa or chocolate, with
